Dl relates to a microwave oven comprising a cooking chamber, a i door for opening/closing 
said chamber, a high voltage transformer for generating .high voltages, a magnetron for 
generating microwaves and further includes a microswitch serving as a detector for 
detecting the opening/closing of the cooking chamber, a control device for outputting a 
driving signal corresponding to the detected opening/closing of the chamber, and an 
opening/closing device for controlling a power source for supplying power to the high 
voltage transformer according to reception of the driving signal. 

Claims 12, 13, 15, 16, 18 and 20 relate to a latch board of a microwave oven comprising 
a monitor switch operated by a first lever, a circuit switch operated by a second 
lever, a first lever hinge, a second lever hinge and a protrusion at the first lever. 

Comparing claims 12, 13, 15, 16, 18 and 20 with Dl, it would be obvious to a person 
skilled in the art to derive claims 12, 13, 15, 16, 18 and 20 from Dl.

Claim 1 is characterized in that in the course of inserting of the latch, the monitor 
switch begin to work before the circuit switch and that in the course of seceding of 
the latch, the circuit switch begin to work before the monitor switch. Neither Dl nor 
D2 discloses said characteristics of claim 1. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 is considered to be novel and to involve an 
inventive step, and the subject matter of claims 2-11 which depend on claim 1 is also 
considered to be novel and to involve an inventive step. 
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
